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NO, THE PRINTERS HAVEN'T MADE A MISTAKE... .we thought we'd like to see 
appearing on the front page what has usually been on the last. 

While the Bulletin mailing list has increased annually, yet membership in the Asso- 
ciation has been decreasing. 

Back in 1945 when the Association assumed all costs of producing the "Bulletin to 
Old Boys" and when the mailing list then was about 600, an aim was set to try to 
obtain 500 members. In 1949, with the mailing list over 900 and 451 Old Boys en- 
rolled as members, we thought our aim might be achieved the next year. Unfortun- 
ately, it wasn't; but we have always been hopeful, and still are, that some day -- 
and soon -- we may be able to announce our success. 

As of May, 1958, over 1000 Old Boys receive the Bulletin -- but under 330 are 
members of the Association of whom 129 are Life Members.

These words, taken from the sermon 
delivered by the Headmaster at St. Peter' s Church, Sherbrooke, on Thanksgiving 
Sunday, set the tone for the School's Thanksgiving Celebrations which, in spite of 
cold, cloudy weather during the whole week-end and the disappointment caused by 
the new Gym and Theatre building not being ready for use as had been hoped, were 
attended by many parents, friends and Old Boys. To the Rector of St. Peter's, 
the Rev. G. Marston, and the Bishop's University authorities for the use of their 
Convocation Hall where Prize-Giving took place, the School extends its thanks for 
their coming to our aid, thus assuring the success of our week-end activities. 

Sunday morning, the 9.30 service at St. Peter's was crowded. Mrs. R. Bell, the 
School Organist, played the organ and the Choir under the direction of the Chaplain, 
the Rev. H. Forster, maintained the high standard he has built up. R. Brown, 
soloist, sang Handel' s "Art Thou Troubled?". 

Seating arrangements were under the capable direction of G.H. Moffatt, Esq., and 
Miss M. Reyner looked after the robing of the junior members of the Choir.

Letter received from Mr. Arthur D. Fry ('80-'83) in October: 

"I do not think anything that I could tell you would be of interest to either 
the present students at the School, or the Old Boys. It is now seventy-five years 
since I left B. C. S. and am not known by any of the present students, and all my 
fellow students, as far as I know, have passed on. If there are any still living, I 
would be glad to have their names. The last one was Bishop Williams who was 
nearly 100 years old, and a grand old gentleman. 

I might mention the two terms which we spent at Magog in '81. One of 
the scholars, Frank Tiffin, died of typhoid during the fall term of 1880 at Lennox- 
ville, and the School was closed to have a thorough examination made of the water 
and drains, etc. We were advised that the School would be moved to Magog and 
only about thirty-odd boys turned up. We lived in an old summer hotel by the name 
of Park Hotel I think it was, facing the Lake and we had a very dull time of it, until 
the ice in the lake moved out and then we got some rowing, etc. The three years 
that I spent at the School were, I think, the happiest of my life: no responsibilities, 
lots of cricket, football and swimming and I made many life-long friends, ending 
up by taking the Associate-in- Arts examination. One of our students, M. O.Smith, 
came out head of the fifty who passed, tied with Miss Helen Reid and, I think, Miss 
McLea. Three or four other fellow students got through; much to my surprise I 
came out tenth. 

During the three years that I was at the School, we had three different 
Rectors or Headmasters; the Rev. P.C. Read, Canon Isaac Brock and for a short 
time Dr. Lobley. 

I regret that I will not be able to attend any re-unions of Old Boys as I am 
practically confined to the house but will always be interested in the School and am 
very glad that it is in such a thriving condition. " 



CONGRATULATIONS : 

Dr. Donald Lawrence ('40-'49), an intern at the Montreal General Hospital and 
past-president of the Osier Society of McGill, was awarded in June the William 
Osier Medal of the American Association of the History of Medicine. He is the 
first Montreal medical student in 11 years to win the 14-year-old prize open to 
students in all Canada and U. S. medical schools.

David Atkinson ('34-'39) was chosen to sing the lead role of Billy Bigelow in Rodgers 
and Hammerstein's musical, "Carousel", which opened on June 5 for a three- week 
run, as part of the American program in the World's Fair in Brussels, Belgium. 
Composer Richard Rodgers, commenting on Atkinson's strong, bell-clear baritone, 
said: "This is the strongest Billy Bigelow we've had.. . an extremely rich, full 
characterization". He is referred to as one of the music world's fastest rising 
stars.
